Maine coast, has left us 
the record of his experience with a sea 
serpent which had infested Penohscot 
bay for over half a century. This mon- 
ster, seen by numerous persons, was 
about Fpv^nty-rtve feet In length and 
had a head like a hor^e. 


In 1M? the Hcv. Cheever Felch. chap- 


lain of Undo Sam's ship Independence, 
part- a pea serpent, .and he was not 
afraid to i*ny so. 
It was 160 feet In 


length, with a motion partly vertical 
and partly horizontal. There Is no ovl- 
denco that the reverend gentleman was 
nddlctrd to prevarication—no evidence, 
tlutl i?. but this. One of the most fa- 
moup of historical serpents was seen 
by Hans Kgede, a Danish missionary, 
on his voyage to convert the Green- 
landers. That was a sea porpent worth 
while, Tho dominie declares thnt when 
It raised Itself from the water Its head 
reached above tho mainmast of the 
ship. When It raided Its* tall out of tho 
water Us head was a ship's length 
a way. 


Another minister, tho chaplain of the. 


British ship London, tells of nn en- 
counter between threo sperm 
whales 


nnd a monster sea serpent which ho 
saw in 1875. nt Zanzibar. CV rtf t h o j 
whsles was finally gripped n round thei 
belly by what appeared to be two turns | 


of a serpent. At last Its head camo UB 
out of the water, its mouth wido open. 
The head and tail had ;i length beyond 
the colls of nbout thirty feet. At last 
the snake pulled tho whole to tho bot-* 
torn and no more was seen of him. 


In the light of all this clerical at" 


testatlon. and a great deal more that If 
equally marvelous. Is It not a trifle In- 
consistent for us to contintio to doubt?. 
In matters of doctrine wo take sidcl 
readily and follow Implicitly tho lln« 
theological distinctions of our spiritual 
advisers. Why. then, should we declln* 
so nrmly to accept their deduction? 
concerning the sea serpent?
